Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
Conditions and Changes. 


Market Reports. 
Outlook. 


There is really nothing to say about conditions other than 
the repition of former statements, that this is a sellers market 
and even that statement is not correct because the sellers are 
few and far between as every line is so short that the majority 
of packers have nothing to offer. Even tomatoes that have con- 
tinued to be packed longer than anticipated on account of 
the good weather we have had are not being offered by canners 
as freely asthe buyers desire. While other reports in this mar- 
ket show aslight decrease in the price of tomatoes owing to the 
fact that some jobbers are offering job lots at prices slightly 
below the market quotations. This has had no general effect 
on the conditions as every packer is only taking the price that 
he himself puts upon his holdings. 

The last crop to be short is sweet potatoes and while it is 
not generally known there is a great amount of sweet potato 
packers in this section and the crop this year is so short that 
sweet potatoes are bringing a much higher price than ever before. 

Again we think the proper wisdom is to advise the canners 
not to speculate with their goods but to sell them at a fair profit 
and let somebody else do the speculating. While there is a great 
temptation to hold on to their surplus for higher prices it is bet- 
ter in two ways to sell your goods at a profit, and not to hold 
them. It gets the buyers disgusted with the greediness of the 
sellers who make up his mind he will not sell his goods unless he 
has to, and when the buyers generally get this opinion it demor- 
alizes the market, as they buy other lines of goods rather than 
the high priced article. 

This was clearly proven in regard tothe tomato syndicate as 
the buyers worked solidly against the syndicate on acoount of 
the goods being held up as the sellers wanted much higher prices 
than the syndicate wanted to pay, and it is generally understood 
that if this had not been done tomatoes wonld have gone up to

It is a well known business principle particularily among 


traveling men who travel for business houses that if they want

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to hold on to their trade they must not raise the price of their 
roods particularly where a fair profit is justifyable and if they 
lo they will loose a great deal of their trade. 

This samé thing applies to the canned goods market to-day. 
The buyer is as much importance to the seller and the seller is 
to the buyer. The general condition of the country is such that 
the people are making a much better living than ever before and 
are more able to pay for luxuries and will be able to pay a higher 
price than they have done in years past, but when the prices 
reach a certain Jimit then they refuse to buy and the grocer will 
have the goods left on his hands and so follow on back to the 
original producer. 

Every section of the country is short on their requirements 
in the canned goods line owing to the short pack, and a glance 
at the market quotations will show that the goods have all been 
advanced: this is the best evidence of what we state. The only 
article that has declined is tin plate which has declined slightly 
during the past week. 


New Y ork Market 


Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. 


New York, October 9.—Not much change has been re- 
ported in the canned goods trade during the past week. Sales 
have been made at generally high prices and the tendency is up- 
ward on substantially all grades and varieties. Nearly all hold- 
ers are convinced of a continuation of the present firm condi- 
tion of the market and are acting accordingly. On the other 
hand, buyers are fearful that the market will suddenly break

and are, therefore, cautious about their purchases. Only in 
isolated instances are buyers ready to place orders unrestricted. 
The result of this situation is to make the market firm, though 
with weak spots developing occasionally, due to the fact that 
once in a while a holder is anxious to dispose of what he has. 
The feeling as a whole, however, is in favor of the present high 
prices indefinitely continued and a possibility of an advance in 
the future. 

Tomatoes.—The market is somewhat unsettled, with busi- 
ness in fair-sized lots at 87!4c. regular f. o. b. factory for full 
standard Maryland 3s, though sellers are generally quoting goc. 
factory as the lowest price. A stronger tone has developed in 
standard 2s and bids of 67%%c. f. 0. b. factory have been de- 
clined on considerable lots for local account. One buyer has 
been in the market for 13,000 cases at that figure, but up to 
the time this was written could not obtain the supplies. Offer- 
ings are generally quoted at 7oc. and some sellers are asking 
72'c. f. o. b. factory. Gallons are still purchasable at $2.80 
f. o. b. factory. The tendency of the market as this is written 
is decidedly upward and jobbers have sought more generally 
for stock at inside quotations. Perhaps by the time this is in 
print a considerable advance will have been made. Advices 
from important packing points report Western buyers as still 
purchasing freely from packers. Raw stock is said to be com- 
ing to packers less freely. A sale of 2,000 cases of gallons was 
made to local buyers at $2.85. 

Corn.—The market has been firmer on all offerings. Maine 
deliveries of 1907 pack will not exceed 604%, it is said on con- 
tracts booked at the opening prices. Southern Maine style pack 
is quoted at 72'4c. regular f.o. b. factory for fancy. Old 
pack State standards are offered at 82%c. to 85c. fo. b. fac- 
tory. Local jobbers are seeking anything offered a shade under 
regular quotations. The outlook for 1907 pack is not promis- 
ing anywhere and buyers are fearful that they will fail in their

Peas.—The market is but poorly supplied and the situation 
is not at all promising. Dealers are taking only what they are 
obliged to have and the situation has many features which are 
disappointing. Prices are firmly held, and on the most wanted 
grades the tendency is sharply upward. French peas are firmer 
and are not offered freely. 

Beans.—String beans are firmly held, with deliveries of 
State pack light. Buyers are somewhat disappointed at the 
volume of deliveries which has run considerably below what was 
expected. Prices are tending upward on the most wanted 
grades and the market is assuming a condition of shortage. 
Baked beans are tending upward under increased demand and a 
reported shortage. 

Spinach.—The market is only poorly supplied and the price 
tends upward. Owing to shortage in some other varieties of 
vegetables the demand for spinach is larger and the tendency of 
the market is toward a higher basis in all positions. 

Pumpkin.—The market is firm on all stock offered. New 
pack is scarcely ready for delivery, though packers have been 
at work on this season’s output. The demand is larger than 
usual for various reasons, but it is uncertain what the delivery 
will be. 

Apples.—The market has been a shade easier on new State 
pack gallons, with $3.50 to $3.60 f. 0. b. factory quoted for 
prompt shipment. Spot gallons are offered at $3.50 to $3.75 as to 
holder. Reports from State canning sections indicate that 
packers are getting more fruit. 

California Fruits.—Arrivals one day not long ago aggre- 
gated 8,850 cases, of which 5,352 cases were for local account. 
The smaller quantity was for interior buyers.) The market is 
strong on peaches, pears, apricots and small fruits, with stocks 
largely in in the hands of jobbers. Quotations from first hands 
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are entirely nominal and may not hold for more than a few 
hours. All gallon goods are in small compass and closely held. 

Pineapple.—Spot goods are firm and stocks are light. 
There is very little to be said concerning them and sales are 
made in a small way only. Nearly all holders are exception- 
ally firm in their views and refuse to make concessions, even 
when relatively large quantities are wanted. 

Salmon.—The tone of the market is firm and the views of 
sellers are stiff at full quotations. Sales of red Alaska talls have 
been made at $1.30 in a small way. It is said that $1.27%4 will 
buy in some instances, but apparently these instances are rare. 
Medium red talls are scarce at $1.15 and most holders are quot- 


ing $1.17% to $1.20. Few lots of pinks are obtainable under 
$1.05 here. 


Sardines.—Domestic goods are firm, with a rising tendency. 
The indications are that the market will be well cleaned up be- 
fore the next advance of 15c. per case, which is scheduled fur 
October 15, takes effect. Sales are made only in a small way, 
and then because buyers insist upon having the goods. The 
pack is light, partly because of a small run of fish, and partly 
because the destruction of a factory last spring created a short- 
age in cans that could not be supplied. 

Lobster.—Stocks are small and quotations are nominal. 
The outlook is not promising, Hupson. 


Pure Food for Everyone. 

The new National Pure Food Law enacted by the last Congress 
went into effect yesterday, and a new era in public health in Phila- 
delphia as well as throughout the country began. Its regulations 
are so strict that it is anticipated that all attempts to foist impure 
and deleterious adulterations, and old canned and bottled goods 
preserved with injurious acids, upon the long-suffering public, will 
be abortive. From now on all articles must be labeled correctly. 
with labels describing the exact contents, so that the purchasers 
may know exactly what they are buying.

The Pickle Shortage. 


Pickle packers in the West are puzzled how to fill orders for 
some sizes, and have despaired of being able to. They are making 
compromises to fit the various cases. Western packers of pickles 


have more orders on their books than they have pickles in their 
tanks, and the scarcity is going to put prices to a point higher than 


either the present or ever in the past. Packers expect that the small 
supplies of fruits and vegetables in cans will stimulate the demand 
for pickles, which already is reported on the increase. 

The 1907 pickle crop is all gathered and is very disappointing. 
Acreage planted was reduced very considerably below what had 
been contracted for, and the weather conspired to make the yield 
from the vines small, so that present stocks in first hands are less 
than fifty per cent the quantity usually held at this time of the year. 


Western Canners to Meet. 


. 


Secretary F. F. Wiley, of the Western Canned Goods 
Association, has issued a call for a meeting of the association in 
Chicago next Thursday morning. Members of the Western Can- 
ners’ Association, it is expected, will make reports on their packs, 
and in this way the approximate extent of the output will be ascer- 
tained. There is a difference of opinion regarding the size of the 
Indiana tomato pack, but all agree that it has turned out to be 
short of expectations. In most places in this State the canneries 
continue to operate on tomatoes, but the pack will not equal expec- 
tations, even though frost holds off for several days yet.

Tomatoes.—Despite the higher prices, buying is good and it is 
not an easy matter to fill orders. The past two or three weeks 
have certainly been remarkable ones. It is doubtful if we have 
ever had such an interesting or exciting market. Packing is still 
going on, though the glut seems to be over. A peculiar thing about 
the situation is the limited offerings. There has been some good 
heavy packing in this section during the past month, but there 
certainly are not many goods being offered. As far as Baltimore 
City proper is concerned, there is hardly a packer today who is 
an anxious seller of tomatoes; in fact, most of them are out of the 
market entirely. With all this excitement, there is hardly any doubt 
but what the tomato market ought to be thoroughly sound; no old 
goods carried over, and a short pack in the West ought to be a 
pretty good, strong combination to make a healthy market. . 

Corn—The market closes very much stronger. There is very 
little new-packer corn being quoted under 80 cents per dozen. 

String Beans—No. 2 and No. 3 Standards are higher, with No. 
10s the same as last week. 

Lima Beans.—A few lima beans are being packed, but the crop 
is light. 

Sweet Potatoes—The country packers seem to be pretty well 
filled up with orders for sweet potatoes. The Baltimore market is 
unchanged at $1.00 per dozen for quick shipment, though here and 
there we are buying a few at 95 cents per dozen.

Dear Sirs: Heavy buying of tomatoes continued up to the close 
of business today, and it certainly looks like there is a strong mar- 
ket for them ahead of us. It might be beneficial to all concerned 
if there should be a breathing spell to enable the packers, jobbers 
and brokers to catch up with and straighten out the orders already 
booked, but while the buying fever is on it must work itself out. 
The entire country east of the Missouri has again been buying here 


in large quantities all this week and at full prices, and offerings made 
in the morning are taken before the day closes. Conservative buy- 
ers are disappointed and puzzled, and, they wonder if the tomato 
market is going the same road with peas, corn, string beans, apples, 
peaches, pears and all the other staple lines of canned vegetables 
and fruits. Every biyer is, of course, entitled to his own opinion, | 
but here on the firing line, so to speak, the opinion seems to be 
all one way. It is a safe proposition for a manufacturer to sell his 
goods when they show him a profit, and that is what we are asking 
our canners to do with the surplus they may make above their 
contracts, and not speculate in them. If they do that then the job- 
ber may feel entirely safe with his purchase. The outlook is for 
continued activity. 

The new goods offered this week are all quite strong, pears, 
lima beans, spinach, sweet potatoes, etc., with more activity in corn 
than last week, doubtless because of the damage done to the crop 
by the frost. Protect your wants in corn fully and at once. Peas are 
stronger and String Beans are active with an upward tendency. 
September was the banner month of the year, but October starts 
out equally as active for the first week. 


Tomatoes.—More frost this week, but not a killing frost yet, 
and only small damage done to the tomato crop so far. The coun- 
try canneries are commencing to shut down for the season, the 
crop in some localities being exhausted. 

Corn.—The corn market was quite active this week and stronger. 

Peas.—The stocks here are growing small, very small. 

Beans.—String beans have strong upward tendency and are very 
active. Baked beans are, also, worth attention. 

Other Vegetables.—Market stronger. Not a weak article among 
them from the cheapest to the highest priced article. 

Peaches.—Season almost ended. Very light offerings. 

Pineapples.—Same old story, small stocks, fair demand, market 
very strong. They look like safe property to own for your fall and 
winter trade, because the next packing season is a year off.

Tomatoes.—As reports continue to come in from various pack- 
ers, almost without exception, the advices ar the same: “Cancel or- 
der for last car of cans. We will be fortunate in filling cans on 
hand, as the rain last Saturday put an end to the tomatoes on the 
vine.” Nearly every large house is making its final run, while it 
may be possible here and there that a small factory may obtain 
a few tomatoes to keep running remnants from the large houses 
for a week or more. The tomato packing season of 1907 is prac- 
tically over and the shipping season will not begin in good earnest, 


for it has been next to impossible to load and ship while the rush 
was on; it was impossible to secure enough help for packing, much 


less shipping, consequently many buyers have been kept waiting, 
when the packer wished that things would be otherwise, but he could 
not, as he did not have the help sufficient to make shipments. One 
packer writes that, “where we were losing tomatoes last week we 
are paying 16 cents per basket today.” Others report that the stock 
coming in is too poor to justify keeping their house open longer. 
The West is buying tomatoes; as the market advances, they follow 
the advance promptly. Reliable reports indicate that the Western 
packing season also began late. If the West should have frost, even 
though they may have escaped the two serious flooding rains ex- 


perienced in the East, the market would probably bound from 2% 
to 5 cents per day until the dollar mark and over is reached. 


Notwithstanding the heavy sales of Futures, whatever offerings 
of tomatoes have been made during packing season, glut not ex- 
cepted, have been snapped up in a manner that at the close of busi- 
ness each evening, even the largest commission houses had practi- 
cally no offerings unsold and the market has steadily climbed, the 
8714 cents notch for Standards now being a thing of the past. Some 
sales have been made at 90 cents and the volume of unfilled orders 
in evidence at 8714 cents intimate a liberal buying at 90 cens and 
possibly 92%4 cents, before our proof sheets are corrected. Unfilled 
orders for 2s at 6714 cents are also abundant; 70 cents is the lowest 
offering, with reports that a number of large packers are oversold 
on 2s and a possibility of a 75-cent market in the near future. 
There is also an unprecedented demand for Fancy Tomatoes in Jer- 
sey size and sanitary tins, and prices for these which looked toppy 


when they were first named, are accepted with alacrity by buyers 
who have been fortunate to locate lots of this quality, and still 
the demand is heavy and there is a strong possibility of a shortage— 
supply much less than requirements. 

We can see nothing on the horizon, at the present moment, to 
console those who are short on tomatoes, even though frost, the 
much expected and talked about ogre, has not yet appeared; but 
Nature furnished other elements of destruction to the tomato crop 
besides frost, and flooding rains have proved themselves as equally 
disastrous as this much dreaded boogy boo. 

Corn.—Reports that Main and New York packers will deliver 
much less than 100 per cent on their contracts has strengthened the 
ideas of holders of Southern Packed Maine Style Corn and as ad- 
vanced figures have been named the buyers have followed, indicating 
that this commodity will be wanted this year and the dollar mark 
for corn is not a future impossibility. Shoe Peg packers in this sec- 
tion have advanced their ideas 5 cents per dozen in the last ten 
days and there is a strong indication from the small combined sur- 
plus that $1.25 for Shoe Peg Corn will be likely before the next 
packing season. It is almost impossible to secure more than a car- 
load or 1000 case offerings, at present quotations. The majority of 
packers advise that it is only a question of time that they will get 
more money, and many show a willingness to await the fulfillment 
of their predictions.

Tomatoes are responding sensitively to the changes of the weather, 
the appearance of frosts in some places being followed by an advance of 
prices. Buyers are cautious about taking hold, being well supplied for the 
present, apparently. There are complaints of damage inflicted by the 
heavy rains of the past week, the same contributing to the general

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strength of the market. Corn seems to be wanted, the unfavorable ‘crop 
prospect stimulating the demand, but offerings are light and business is 
accordingly restricted. String beans sell fairly, the only offerings being of 
Southern pack. The Baltimore market has been active. Limas are selling 
fairly on the basis of 95c for No. 2f. 0. b. Baltimore. Peas are in steady 
demand, but the high cost and inferlor quaiity of a good deal of the stock 
now offering check business. In Baltimore standard early Junes are held 
at $1.05 f.0.b. Arrivals of California fruits permit of fair deliveries by the 
wholesalers and reduce the demand for spot goods. Eastern fruits are gen- 
erally firm. Gallon apples are the center of interest and prices are strong. 
Principal packers in this State still refuse to make prices, but some canners 


. ask $3.50 f. 0. b. Baltimore’s quotation is $3.30 and $3.35 f. 0. b. Salmon 


is quiet, the high prices restricting business.—Merchants’ Review. 
Philadelphia. 


The cool weather of the past week, accompanied by the sure approach 
of the end of the packing season, has noticeably stiffened the market dur- 
ing the past week. A fair quotation is now 87%c., at which large sales 
have been made for the West, though practically none as yet for this 
market. The outlook is strong rather than weak. The trade are buying 
corn in markets outside of Philadelphia, but here the market is dull. 
The situation is undeniably strong, and shoepeg and Maine style corn are 
worth more money. Practically all packers of Maine corn will deliver 10 
to 40% short. Peas are quiet, the market being steady and fairly active. 
Some sales of spot apples have been made at $3.75 delivered, and one 
packer has named a future price of $3.50 f.0. b. The outlook is strong, 
but prices will probably not go higher than the present range. Peaches 
are unchanged and show no improvement. The demand absorbs the 
entire pack without half trying. The Baltimore line of small canned 
goods is unchanged, barring string beans, which now average 7oc. The 
California line is unchanged and quiet.—Gvocery World. 

Chicago. 

The market on canned tomatoes is steady. Commission men report 
that they are finding it more difficult to locate packers who are willing to 
sell at prices now offered. The reason for this is that packers in all parts 
of the country sold heavily of futures, and at this stage of the game, when 
at any date frost may cut off the supply of raw stock, they are unwilling 
to take chances on selling more goods out of their pack. Meanwhile, the 
trade are inclined to buy. The corn market is firmer, as it is now certain 
that the pack will be very much short of last year’s A good deal of busi- 
ness has been done in corn of late. There has been an active demand for 


peas, but desirable grades are not difficult to find, as the canners are 
almost all entirely sold out. Although mnch earlier than usual, whole- 
salers have been making contracts for 1908 packed peas, and already a 
large business has been done. In some cases packers have succeeded in 
making contracts at an advance of toc. to 15c per dozen over the opening 
prices on 1907 peas. There is nothing really new to say in regard to 
canned fruits. The situation remains the same, that is, there. is a decided 
scarcity and marked firmness all along the line, Salmon on the spot is 
very scarce and prices are high for the scattering small lots obtainable, as 
well as for new pack. All grades are very firm. The domestic sardine 
market is also very firm, as supplies on the spot are light and stocks avail- 
able for immediate delivery by the packers are very small. The sardine 
market has a rising tendency.—Grvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are not selling to any great extent these days, there 
being but few receipts of new packed goods and late buyers appar- 
ently waiting to see what the turn will be. Crop news from pack. 
ing centres shows that the crop has been even later than predicted 
and that the raw tomatoes come with a rush which has taxed the 
capacity of the canners to the utmost. This glutting of the market 
has not tended t6 make the quality of the pack any too good, though 
the few arrivals from Indiana are said to be all right in quality 
and excellent in the amount of the vegetable which was put in the 
cans. Prices just now are merely nominal on spot goods to retailers, 
the ruling figure being not far from $1.10 for what little “dabs” 
as are going out. 

Corn is getting scarcer every day and it would not be beyond 
the range of possibilities that there will be more of a scarcity of 
corn than there was of tomatoes of the 1906 pack. 

Peas have been coming in freely and a good proportion of the 
future orders have been delivered. Nobody with surplus stocks seems 
inclined to make concessions in selling spot goods and it looks as 
though the buyers who did not provide for future wants will be com- 
pelled to pay higher prices before snow flies. 

All canned fruits continue to be firm and in good demand, de- 
spite the fact that California deliveries show a greater percentage 
of full deliveries than had been anticipated. Lack of fresh goods 
for home canning will undoubtedly make a heavy demand for the 
factory packed goods ere long and it is safe advice to urge picking 
up any “snaps” which may be offered.

That canned fruits will be much higher than last year now seems 
positive. Plums and the other varieties show every probability of 
being quoted at figures which will make last year’s prices look cheap. 
Some wholesalers are wondering when they are going to receive 
stocks of canned goods. Many of them have not yet received a 
case of raspberries, strawberries, pears, peaches, or any other lines— 
and’ here the first days of October are past. ‘Tomatoes and corn 
prices have not yet been made public, though it is understood ship- 
ments are being made of both lines. Some particularly fine Fraser 
river sockeye salmon has made its appearance in Montreal this week 
and is remarked upon as being of very fine quality. 

Toronto, Can. 


Toronto is awaiting with some anxiety the long-expected an- 


nouncements by the canners of prices for the corn and tomato 
packs. In fact, the prices seem to be bothering them more than the 


probable percentage of deliveries, which latter, from past and pres- 
ent reports from all souces, seem not likely to exceed 50. 
London, England. 


Salmon.—Aided doubtless by the present favorable weather, de- 
liveries into the country continue heavy. ‘There is no change to re- 
port on the market, which continues exceedingly firm for all shapes. 

Lobsters remain a very firm market. 

Sardines.—A good deal of activity has been displayed in this mar- 
ket in consequence of the continued unfavorable reports of the fish- 
ing on all the coasts, and also because of the fact that nearly all 
spot stocks have been cleared out of importers’ hands. Prices show 
an advance, and it may be remarked that the position has not been 
so acute before in the history of the sardine trade. Recent arrivals 
include the Lusitania with 1,827 cases, and the Salmo with 1,481 cases, 
the last named to Southampton. 

Meats continue in good demand, and the market maintains a 
very firm tone. 

Fruits are very firm, and pineapples continue to go off readily 
at very steady prices. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market continues~ exceedingly steady at the re- 
cently made high prices, with some large trade passing. 

Sardines.—The fishing report continues exceedingly bad, and sup- 
plies are much restricted. 


_ Fruits—Apricots, pears and peaches are quietly firm. Pine- 
apples.—Quotations are firm. Some sizes of chunks and cubes show 
an advance. There have been some market transactions at full prices, 
and the demand from the country is reported as being good. In 
forward shipment there is nothing offering. 

Meats.—There was much more inquiry for all kinds of canned 
meats during the last week, and there is every indication of a large 
winter trade in these goods. 

Rabbits—These have advanced—talls and flats 3d. per dozen, 
with much more inquity. 


Ventura Beans. 


The Ventura correspondent of the Los Angeles Times has the 
following to say in regard to the bean crop of that section and the 
prices being received by growers: 

Although the Lima bean harvest has not yet fairly started, the 
price of the new crop is simply soaring. No such condition has 
existed before in the county. There is scarcely a bean left of the 
crop of last year, and the price for the new output has reached the 
staggering figure of $495 at the threshing machine. This means 
nearly as good as $5.50 per 100 pounds ordinarily, for generally the 
beans are not purchased until they have been hauled to the ware- 


house, and then gone through the cleaner, which is an expensive 
operation. 


The dealers everywhere have been making special efforts to se- 
cure all possible of this year’s crop. Their going into the field 
early, even before the beans had been cut, and offering as high as 
$3.50 per 100 to start, was what caused the remarkable boom. 

The price quickly jumped to $3.75, then to $4.00, to $4.50, to $4.75, 
finally one Carmarillo rancher let his crop go at $4.90, and still 
another got $4.95, which is ranging pretty near the $5.00 mark. 


When it is considered that Limas can be grown and sold at a good 
profit for $3.00 per 100, it will be readily seen that everything is 
this year going the way of the grower. 


Six cents per pound at the thresher is fully expected by some, 
and many will no doubt hold out for this figure. The threshers in 
the county have been withdrawn temporarily from most fields, as 
the vines are not drying fast enough for threshing, and there has 
as yet been no east wind to aid in the drying. In another week 
every machine in the county will be humming on beans. 
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Fillers last season and it gave splendid satisfaction.

Baltimore is just a present busily engaged in putting on 
her holiday attire for The Old Home week October 13-19 of 
this month, and a general invitation has been issued to all Mary- 
landers to return to their old home for the week. It is surpris- 
ing the number of Marylanders that are scattered throughout 
the United States and a great many of them are leaders in their 
class. 

The annual celebrations and gatherings are of great benefi 
to the Town or City in which they are held, not only does it 
bring together frineds and relations but it brings together busi- 
ness men who desire to visit the city for pleasure and also for 
business. This is noticeably true in regard to Baltimore as a 
great many business men are coming to Baltimore during this 
week from all sections of the country, and as Baltimore is the 
home of the canning industry and Maryland the greatest can- 
ning State in the Union, consequently there is a number of 
Marylanders scattered throughout the country connected with 
the canning business, who are retnrning not only to see the 
celebration and parades but to tell about what he is doing in his 
section and about the improvement he has made since he left 
Maryland and the up-to-date methods of handling things and by 
the decimination of this information both the visitor and the 
home man learn a great deal as there is nothing like an exchange 
of views to relieve competition and jealous rivalry. 

The preparations made for this celebration by both City and 
Society is done on a lavish scale for when Baltimore doesa thing 
she does it well and very liberally, and Baltimore is known 
throughout the land for her hospitality and beautiful women. 

There was a great deal of talk during the present year about 
sanitary conditions and pure food regulations and these condit- 
ions have come we might say to a head on account of the gather- 
ings that have been going on during past years, but a more 
important question has been brought about on account of the 
scarcity of help, thus driving the packers to use machinery, and 


of handling the goods and soarrived at a more sanitary condition 
than when the work was all done by hand. 

It is now a well known fact that the most successful opera- 
tions are carried on by machinery and carriers in place of hand 
labor, but unless the machines are kept clean they will get gummed 
up and they will not be able to operate, so that when the machin- 
est is called in the first thing he does, is to have the machine 
properly cleaned and put it in a tidy condition, and it only needs 
one lesson like this to teach the canner that it pays to keep the 
machine and its surroundings clean as it means money saved and 
a greater output of goods and these are the two most important 
things that are most desired, together with cleanliness, and we 
have to thankthe machine man for the sanitary conditions of the 
canning factory, or any other factory where food products 
are put up. If the machines are cared for properly, and proper 
material is given it, it will do good work, and continue to do 
good work every day in the year, but if the machine is not cared 
for properly it will become gumed up and will not do the work 
like a machine that is kept in perfect condition, and. the finished 


article will be poorer in quality and will sell for less money, and 
and the manufacturer makes a direct loss, where if the machine 


-is kept in good condition the finished article will sell for more 


money and the machine will turn out more, consequently, the 
producer and manufacturer aims to keep his machine at the 
height of its efficience and to supply it with such material that 
the goods produced will be of a high grade and not the lowest. 

This is very noticeable in regard to the packing of pears, 
corn, tomatoes, peaches and numerous articles that were form- 
erly put up by hand. If these articles are put up as soon as 
theA are brought from the field or orchard they will keep their 
flavor and thus produce a higher grade of goods than if they are 
allowed to stand and dry out. 

There is another point that is well worth mentioning and 
that is the use of labor saving machinery, carriers, etc., which 
are used so as to avoid useless handling of the material and fin- 
ished product, and saves time, labor and cost, and thus 
allows the packer to pay a higher price for his raw material, 
thus obtaining a better quality than he could otherwise do. 


=|. CANNING ITEMS 


GENERAL. 


Lewes, Del.—Never before in the history of lower Delaware have 
there been so many tomatoes grown as this year’s crop. The canneries 
have been tremendously overtaxed and many canners have found it neces- 
sary to resort to various ruses to keep the farmers from hauling in the 
fruit. Farmess who made contracts early in the season have the advantage 
over their neighbors who took chances on the open market, as there is no 
sale for uncontracted fruits They take comfort in the fact that the tomato 
is a most excellent fertilizer and do not entirely regret having to leave 
thousands of tons to rot in the fields. 


Atlantic City, N. J.—Claiming that with a small annual outlay for five 
years the value of oyster planting grounds owned by the State can be in- 
creased $500,000, the County Commission has voted to ask the Legislature 
for $5,000 to begin the work. 

Brazil, Ind.—The public schools are now in full blast in all townships 
and towns in Clay county, except one, the opening of the schools in Clay 
City having been postponed indefinitely on account of the tomato growing 
and canning industry. The schools in this city and several of the towns 


in the north part of the country started on the 9th, while others, with the 
exception of Clay City, opened this week. 


Clay City has quite a large canning factory, and in the tomato season 
every available man, woman and child is occupied in the tomato industry. 
The canning factory employs several hundred women and children and a 
few men, while men, women and children are kept busy in the fields, pick- 
ing, loading and hauling tomatoes to the cannery. 

As many of the pupils and teachers also are employed in the tomato 
industry, the school board of Clay City decided to postpone the opening of 
the schools in that town until the busy season is over. As soon as the 
frost strikes that section the tomato canning will be at an end and the 
schools will start, 


oe = pe by the use of machinery he has improved his hygenic methods 
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23,000 four-pound cans of tomatoes, the product of 150,000 pounds, or 2,500 
bushels. There is scarcity of labor in the tomato industry. One pro- 
eucer says that he has 200 tons ripe in his field ready to be pickep, but he 
cannot get people to do the work. This is equivalent to $1,300 at the can- 
ning factory. The company has set a price of $2.50 a ton for pumpkins. 


Hutchinson, Kan.—The plant of the Hutchinson Canning and Storage 
Co. was started up yesterday with about two dozen employes. The com- 
pany is packing pumpkin and a great deal of this juicy stuff is being made 
ready for table use. The plant is working in good order and it is probable 
that it will be operated long enough to put a large quantity of canned 
pumpkin on the market. There is such a scarcity of tomatoes this year 
that none have been offered to ihe company for packing, and there will be 
nothing done in this line this year. 


Rocky Ford, Colo.—The local factory of the Bartow Consolidated 
Canning Company, of Manzanola, took fire recently. The wind was blow_ 
ing at thirty-five miles an hour and made the prompt work of the fire de- 
partment difficult. 

The loss will probably amount to $10,000, as the destruction was 
almost complete. A small portion of this season’s canned products was 
carried out after the fire started, but the greater portion was lost. The 
origin of the fire is unknown at present, although various theories are 
afloat, one being that it was fired by tramps. Owing to the rapid spread of 
the flames, it is supposed that a tank of gasoline exploded. Dwellings and 
other buildings to the leeward of the fire were in danger, burning embers 
being carried over the Rocky Ford ditch, nearly three blocks away. Two 
hours after the fire started heavy rain began falling, which helped wonder- 
fully in controlling the flames. The building, a frame structure, was 
about 12 years old. The factory had not been running heavily this season 
because of the light crop. Nearly two dozen persons will be thrown out of 
employment by the fire, most of them women. 

Ontario, Cal.—With the ten tons of Salway peaches which the Golden 
State Canning Company put up this past week, the peach season here was 
practically brought to a close. The above concern hes canned during the 
whole season about 1,500 tons of peaches, over 1,000 tons of which were 
freestones, the remainder being clings. This is about the same output as 
the previous vear, which was considered a most prosperous one in regard to 
peaches, The cannery is now working on grapes and tomatoes. 
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Kingston, Can.—Consul H. D. Van Sant, of Kingston, reports that 
owing to the shortage in the yield of corn and tomatoes along the Bay of 
Quinte and in that part of the Canadian Province of Ontario, most of the 
canning factories have been closed or will soon do so. Some of the can- 
ners along the Bay of Quinte will not be able to fill their contracts. With 
exception of apples, the fruit crop generally in the neighborhood is short 
and an advance in the price of canned goode may be expected. There 
should be a good market for American canned goods in Ontario during the 
comin3 winter, and prices probably will be higher than last year. The ex- 
porters of American canned goods who are earliest in the field will obtain 
the largest orders. 


Pine Bluff, Ark.—The stockholders of the Jefferson Canning Co. met 
at the courthouse recently to elect directors, and the following directors 
were elected: J. A. Holmes, A. W. Poss, W. E. Mullikin, J E. Boyce, 
H. H. H. Kirchgrabber. The directors will elect officers shortly. 


Alma, Ark.—The Ozark Canning Co. is coming to Alma to locate and 
will add to the prosperity of the town and vicinity. 


Oran, Miss.—Oran will have a packing house after the 5th of October. 
W. N. Bridges, of Dieterick, I1l., will be manager. 


Williamsport, Md.—The Williamsport canning factory is running day 
and night, owing to a rush of orders. This is the factory’s busiest season, 
and a night force has been put on and will be continued until the rush 
is over. 


Monmouth, Me.—The factory of the Monmouth Canning Co. closed 
Thursday, having packed this season 112,000 cans corn, with 6,000 gallon 
cans, all of the very best quality. The same was the product of about 60 
acres planted by Gorham farmers, giving about three-fourths yield. Later 
in the season a large quantity of apples will be packed at this factory. 
Fritz Tyler has been the efficient superintendent of the Gorham factory 
this season. 


Coral, Mich.—Hamilton Bros.’ canning factory burned; cause is un- 
known. Loss $30,000, with $16,000 insurance. 


Sheboygan, Wis.—Incorporation papers for the Lake Shore Canning 
Company, with $30,000 capital stock, were filed in the register of deeds’ 
office, and a pea canning plant large enough to take care of a 700-acre crop 
will be built at Sheboygan Falls this fall.

CHICAGO, October 8, 1907. 

Maine Corn Short.—Bumhom & Morrill, of Portland, Maine, an- 
nounced this week that their delivery of Paris corn in contracts would 
be 60 per cent. Messrs. Fernald, Keene & True, of West Poland, 
Maine, whose corn is highly regarded and considered by Chicago 
buyers as fully equal to any packed, have announced a delivery of 90 
per cent. on their contracts. This illustrates the unreliability and 
injustice of a pro-rata contract for canned goods. It permits a 
packer to sell an impossible quantity of goods, a quantity that he 
had no hope to pack and then pro-rate his delivery out among the 
buyers at whatever per cent. he sees fit to deliver. It is not a.ques- 
tion of short pack, but of long sale, the packer having sold more 
than there was any possibility of producing. Many buyers are be- 
ginning to realize that such contracts are not only unfair, but unsafe. 
The Baltimore way is the best, and a fall delivery contract is the 
only kind fair to both parties. . 

A Hard Blow to Jobbers.—A big Michigan cannery has been de- 
stroyed by fire. They had sold, so we are told, about ten thousand 
cases of gallon apples to Chicago jobbers at very low prices, some 
as low as $2.25 per dozen, and the fire clause in the contracts nullifies 
them and voids the obligation to deliver. The report is that the 
cannery was entirely destroyed. It is hoped, however, that the 
report is not correct, and that they will be able to proceed. 

Indiana Tomatoes Short.—The Kakomo Canning Co, of Kakomo, 
Ind., has announced that it will be able to deliver but 60 per cent. 
on the tomato contracts, or probably a little more, and the Tribey 
Canning Company, of Muncie, Ind., has written to the customers that 
for the first time in eight years it will be compelled to make a short 
delivery on its contracts for canned tomatoes, and that it does not 
expect to be able to deliver more than 70 per cent. These canneries 
are two of the largest and the most reliable in Indiana. They have 
heretofore made 100 per cent. deliveries when canneries better known 
have deliverd down to the 80 per cent. and 60 per cent. minimum of 
their contracts. Their failure to deliver in full this year indicates 
a most serious tomato crop condition in Indiana. Look out for to- 
matoes! 

Country Gentleman Corn.—It is rumored here that the New 


York packers of this variety of corn have done very poorly, and that 
their output will be very small. Consequently, the market is jumping, 
and it is said that the price for fancy Country Gentleman canned 
corn is now $1.00 per dozen f. o. b. Chicago for the 1907 pack. 

The Hamburg Apples.—The brand of canned apples most favor- 
ably known and highly regarded in Chicago is The Hamburg, packed 
by the Hamburg Canning Company, Hamburg, N. Y. The entire 
product is usually sold in one day by De.Witt Stevens, its Chicago 
representative, whom everyone likes even better than the apples. 
The opening price of $3.50 f. o. b. factory was announcd this week, 
and, as usual, the product was all sold in one day. 

Publicity Won’t Hurt.—If a packer puts up good quality, why 
should not THe TrApDE give him the credit for his care and skill 
and his high regard for the credit of the industry in which he is 
engaged? On the contrary, if a packer puts a worthless, sloppy 
measly lot of canned stuff on the market, bringing thereby the entire 
industry and all engaged in it into disrepute, disgusting dealers as 
well as consumers, why should not Tur TRADE, whose mission it is 
to help build up, cherish and foster the great canning industry of 
this country, “speak out in meeting” and give such a packer the 
reproof that he so well deserves. Publicity of this kind will not 
hurt, but will help the canning industry and will do more in a short 


while to improve qualities and reform abuses than all the state and 
national pure-food laws would do if they were enforced.

We understand that heavy sales have been made at these prices, 
though Chicago is considered a poor oyster market. 

Canned Lobster and Shrimp.—This article seems to be growing 
scarcer and dearer each succeeding year and has already become a 
luxury rather than a necessity. Still luxuries seem to be salable 
just now in this prosperous land, and the entire pack of lobster for 
1907 has already passed into second hands and largely into con- 
sumption. The comparative cheapness of canned shrimps is bringing 
them largely into demand as a substitute for lobster, and shrimp

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salads, shrimps a la Newburg and in every other old way are now 
all the rage. Prices of the 1907 pack of canned shrimp have been 
normal by the Gulf Coast packers and are higher than last year 
and are for No. 1 $1.00 and for No. 1% $1.90 f. 0. b. canneries. 
Jobbers are contending that these prices are a mistake, and that 
the No. 1 size especially is taken out of the ten cent retail class, 
and that the sale is likely to decline on that account. 

The Tomato Outlook Westward.—There have been no gallons 
of consequence packed in the West. In fact, packers will not be 
able to pack enough No. 3 size to fill their contracts, and several 
that I hear of who have sold gallons have bought through brokers 
of Eastern packers gallons to make their deliveries with. 

Weather Conditions—The temperature has been mildly cool, 
not warm, during the past week, and not at all favorable for ripening 
of tomatoes. Still there have been no killing frosts, and packers are 
hanging on yet a little while, trying to get every tomato that would 
ripen into their cans. 

Salmon Situation.—Salmon is quiet, but moving into consumption 
rapidly. No speculative feeling is to be discovered, and values seem 
to be fairly satisfactory, though not interesting. 

String Beans Strenuous.—A heavy speculative movement in the 
better qualities of refugee string beans has developed during the past 
week, and choice late are being quietly bought up by strong operators. 

Pumpkin Crazy.—This market has gone insane on pumpkin, and 
a writ of “lunatico de inquirendo” against some of our brokers and 
buyers would just now stick if gotten out. Gallons have advanced to 
$2.75 and $3.00. Spot and No. 3 size to $1.00 and $1.05 spot. Futures 
have also heavily advanced and contracts have been sold and resold 
at increasing profits. 

When it is considered that pumpkin is one of the most prolific 
vegetables grown and that it is grown luxuriantly in all parts of 
these United States, while the fruit or vegetable, as it may be called, 
is of enormous size and good winter keeping qualities, so that the 
pack of it can be protracted beyond nearly everything else, the high 
prices now being paid for this article are surprising.

With the exception of apples, the fruit crop generally in 
the neighborhood is short and an advance in the price of canned 
goods may be expected. There should be a good market for Ameri- 
can canned goods in Ontario during the coming winter, and prices 
will probably be higher than last year. The exporters of American 
canned goods who are earliest in the field will obtain the largest 
orders—Consular Report. 


No More Ten-Cent Goods. 


The era of high prices has caused such a change in general conditions 
that the retail situation has been completely switched around in numerous 
instances, Perhaps this change is nowhere more marked than in the pre- 
venting of dealers selling low-priced goods any further. 

For example, it was formerly possible to sell many different sorts of 
canned goods at oc. acan. In fact, it has been understood that the con- 
sumption of salmon was increased to its present liberal proportions because 
it could be sold for that money. Almost anyone can and will buy a can of 
fruit, or vegetables or fish at toc., but when it comes to paying more they 
are quite likely to refuse to accept it. The effect has not been felt very 
emphatically as yet, but the time will come when it will be and the reduc- 
tion in sales is looked upon as likely to be proportionate to the increase 
in price. 

Low prices, especially those which afford opportunity to purchase at 
even money, like roc., will almost invariably result in enormously in- 
creased sales. And the reverse is true when prices advance. 

Whether the increase in price will be sufficient to permanently reduce 
sales is a question which must be determined by the trend of events in the 
future. It certainly looks that way now.—Gyvocers’ Criterion.

Pineapples. 


PINEAPPLES.—AII the varities of pineapples under experiment 
have fruited this year, producing a number of interesting types, all 
of which will have to be tried further before specific recommendations 
can be made. The Ruby, a variety from Japan, is the most promising 
of all the less-known kinds tried. The Variegated Lajas, a variety 
found by the writer in a field near Lajas, has produced fruit this year. 
There is a strikingly handsome plant, the leaves variegated and of a 
much brighter hue than the Variegated Cayenne. The variegation is, 
given a name, however, not in the plant alone, but also in the fruit, 


making it very valuable for decorative purposes, while the quality is 


‘equal to that of the ordinary Cabezona. While this 1s the only new 


variety given a name, there are a number of others under observation. 
Pineapples here are not readily classified because of the great local 
variation. We have as yet ouly four named varieties, but there are 
many distinct types which are being collected for the purpose of 
naming, if they should prove to be stable. Names can not generally 
be relied upon here, but that is common to all of the varieties in the 
West Indies; for instance, here the Cabezona of Lajas is different 
from the Cabezona of Bayamon. Plants from here sent to Dominica 
were on fruiting classified with the Bullhead variety of that island. 
(See Dominica Station Report, 1904-5) But the Bullhead as received 
from Jamaica is very different from the Cabezona. The Pan de 
Azucar, sent from here to Dominica, is described as being the same as 
Black Antigua, but plants here received from Antigua under that 
name are quite different from our Pan de Azucar. 

Experiments in methods of planting, amount of fertilizer and 
most favorable time of applying are under way, but not far enough 
advanced to report upon. The most practical side of that work is 
being studied in large fields in co-operation with planters. From the 
thorough studies by the Florida Experiment Station in fertilizing it 
seems to be well established what the plant needs (See Florida Ex- 
periment Station Bulletins Nos. 50 and 80). Here the soils are very 
different, and it is of immediate importance to the individual grower 
to find out how much fertilizer he can economically apply and when 
to apply it. The influence of soil and fertilizer on the quality of the 
fruit is also being studied. 

For years it has been generally believed that the Cabezona pine- 
apple could not be successfully shipped from here to the States. 
Shipments have been made every year for a number of years, and 


‘while they were often more or less successful, the results were 


oftener negative. This seems to have been caused by three things— 
rough handling, bad packing and wet seasons. The past season was 
favorable for shipping, and pines packed in the field, carried in ox 
carts to the train, and on the train to the seaport, and not unpacked 
before reaching New York two weeks later, were in fairly good con- 
dition upon reaching destination. ‘That the percentage of rot can be 
minimized was thoroughly demonstrated in several experiments at 
this station. On March 24 two barrels, each containing 15 pines, were 
shipped to a New York commission house. Of these 3 per cent. were 
spoiled; the rest were sold at 50 cents apiece. On May 14 nine

crates and three barrels, containing in all 141 pines, were shipped 
to New York. Of these from 8 to 9 per cent. were lost and the 
rest were sold at 30 cents apiece for the barrel-packed pines and 40 
cents for the crate-packed, and other experiments gave similar re- 
sults. Barreled pineapples shipped to Boston and Washington were 
reported as received in perfect condition. The regulation Red Span- 
ish crates were uesd this year by firms shipping from Lajas, but 
they were found to be unsuitable for the Cabezona pine, and experi- 
ments were made to devise a crate of more suitable dimensions. The 
fancy crate of Florida was tried also and found unsuitable, but a 
crate measuring 16 inches wide, 14 inches deep and 30 inches long 
will hold 8 pines weighing from 6 to 12 pounds, packed crosswise, 
4 on each side of the partition. The larger sizes will pack well 
without the use of excelsior, but for the smaller some excelsior will 
be necessary on the top. In order to fill out the entire width of 
the crate the fruit stalk may be cut off longer on the smaller pines 
and shorter on the larger. It is not good practice to break the 
Cabezona like the Red Spanish, because the Cabezona belongs to 
the class of pines the stems of which break off in the fruit, leaving 
a cavity, and often deep cracks in the flesh, in which decay starts 
almost at once. If the fruit could be kept long enough after cutting 
to let the stem dry it would be possible to break it off without injury, 
and it would be an advantage, because in rough handling the stem is 
often pressed up into the fruit. But unfortunately this cannot be 
done, as was shown in the lots kept out of every experiment, in 
which nearly all the fruits were in bad condition, while those shipped 
were reported perfect. These results also confirm the expriments 
of former years. 

Experiments were also made in dipping the fruit in solutions like 
ammoniacal copper carbonate and a weak dilution of formalin, as 
well as dipping the ends of the stems in melted paraffin, but none of 
these treatments were of any benefit, since when well handled the 
fruit kept perfectly without treatment. The rough exterior of the 
pineapple is deceptive, many people thinking that it does not need to 
be handled as carefully as*fruits with a smooth skin. This is, how- 
ever, a great mistake. Bruises are readily caused by scratching, 
squeezing or bumping, especially in large, loose-fleshed pines like 
the Cabezonas.

The Government report appearing in today’s issue gives 
a condition of 78 and an estimated yield of 2,491,700,000 bushels. 
The two reports thus show remarkable closeness. A comparison 
for the period during which both conditions reports have been pub- 
lished gives the following results:

The uniform closeness of both reports during these four months 
is also striking; and, as the Government is known to have recently 
made every effort to improve its crop reporting service, this com- 
parison is strong evidence of the value and reliability of our re- 
ports. The utmost care is expended in the preparation of these es- 
timates. They are based upon advices received from a large and 
well selected staff of correspondents. That they should so accu- 
rarely anticipate the Government returns is good indorsement of the 
methods employed.
